Harnrs, has given The Associated 
I'resa the following account of a 
recent SH-minute raid on a German 
dump as characteristic of thia form 
of activity : 

"On this particular night there 
waa not enough moonlight for a long 
raid, so the target given us waa 
a German ammunition dump We wel- 
comed the i-hange, for, naturally, the 
■train of long diatanre raid* into 
Germany, night after night, becomes 
a bit wearing. Dumps are of course, 
situated as near aa possible to the 
firing line; and so mean short raida. 

"Dumps are by no meana easy 
targets to find at night, for they are 
seldom situated near ..ny definite 
land-marka, and are usually wall cam- 
ouflaged By the atudy of map* and 
photograph., however, we had pretty 
well locked the poaition of this one, 
and started out on the raid with high 
hopea of succeee. 

"We flew almoat due East from 
the aerodrome. At the end of the 
fifty minute*, we could just make 
out the outline of sheds. This was 
good, but we let out a parachute flare 
to light up the ground, and make 
sure we were aver the target. This 
promptly dispelled all Uoubts, for 
the Hun svarehlignu opened up at 
once, and a hail of machine gun 
bullets leaped up from the ground 
Anti-aircraft guns had beea tiring 
for some time, but the sheik* were 
bursting well 
no trouble. 

"The parachute flare proved a real Washington 
f 1 lend, because both searchlights and 
machine guns concentrated upon It. 
giving ua just sufficient time to dive 
swiftly, release oar bombs switch on
